A U.S. national phase application was submitted to the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office under 35 U.S.C. §371 on May 13, 2005 and was accorded U.S. Serial No. 
10/535,072. A Notification of Missing Requirements dated December 1 , 2005 was issued (copy 
attached). The undersigned attorney for applicant filed a response dated March 1 , 2006 
submitting the required inventor's declaration, together with a payment for a one-month 
extension of time. The late declaration fee had previously been paid at the time of filing the 
application. A copy of the filed response, together with a copy of the postcard acknowledging 
receipt of the response is attached as well. 

Subsequently, the undersigned received a Notification of Abandonment (copy attached) 
dated July 12, 2006 indicating the abandonment of the application for failure to respond to the 
Notification of Missing Requirements. Upon receipt of the notification, the undersigned made 
several telephone calls to Mr. Darrell C. Cottman attempting to rectify this matter. Although the 
undersigned never reached Mr. Cottman, several voice messages were made explaining the 
situation. 

Most recently, having not heard any developments, the undersigned once again 
telephoned Mr. Cottman. Mr. Cottman did answer the call and it was during this conversation 
with Mr. Cottman on December 20, 2006 that it was realized that the response to the notification 
of Missing Requirements filed on March 1, 2006 incorrectly referred to U.S. Serial No. 
10/535,078, rather than the correct serial no of 10/535,072. 

We believe this error was one that was should have been obvious on the face of the 
response as clearly the inventor would not have matched up with the indicated serial number on 
the response and was also accompanied by a copy of the notification of Missing Requirements 
which clearly correctly identified the application in issue. 
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Nevertheless, we can see where the error occurred which led to the issuance of the Notification of 
Abandonment. In light of the circumstances, however, it is respectfully requested that the filed 
response submitting the required declaration be accepted as having been timely filed and the 
Notification of Abandonment be withdrawn.
